Major 
education 
shake-up 
plan could 
see new 
school built 
in borough

It could be a dream come true 
for north Kingston residents, if 
plans for a major education 
shake-up, including a new 
school, are approved next week. 

The school could be built within 
three years under the new pro¬ 
gramme, due to be discussed at a 
meeting next Tuesday. 

Parents living in the north of the 
borough have wanted a new school 
for years, because they saw the area 
as a “dead zone” for secondary edu¬ 
cation. 

They have claimed children who 
missed out on the popular and selec¬ 
tive Tiffin schools were forced to 
travel as far as Richmond to contin¬ 
ue their education. 

Kingston Council long maintained 
it had insufficient funds to build a 
new school in north Kingston, 
pointing out there was enough 
space in existing schools in the bor¬ 
ough to accommodate pupil needs. 

But new council projections for 
the number of school places needed 
in future years suggest existing 
schools will be close to capacity in 
2014/15, the date when the authority 
was due to receive funding from the 
Government’s Building Schools for 
the Future (BSF) programme. 

Given these figures, a recent an¬ 
nouncement from the Department 
for Children, Schools and Families 
offering “ready to deliver” authori¬ 
ties early entry into the £144m 
scheme has spurred the council into 
action. 

Patrick Leeson, the council’s di¬ 
rector for children’s services, said: 
“It’s a fantastic opportunity, a once- 
in-a-generation chance to transform 
education in the borough. 

“It will be absolutely fantastic if 
we are into this four or five years 


earlier than we might have been, 
and the children will benefit even 
sooner. 

“The numbers may in fact stack 
up for a new secondary school in 
north Kingston but that’s only one 
option. We could also expand one or 
two popular secondary schools, but 
if the numbers are greater than that 
we would consider building a small 


secondary school in north 
Kingston.” 

In order to secure the windfall on 
offer, the executive will be asked to 
release £1.25m over two years and to 
work in collaboration with Croydon 
Council, due to enter the BSF 
programme in the next phase but 
deemed not “ready to deliver”. 

After Kingston was placed last on 


the list of authorities to receive BSF 
funding, Chessington Community 
College was given £27m of Pathfind¬ 
er money to rebuild and is one of 
the country’s only projects set to fin¬ 
ish on schedule and budget.

A last-ditch attempt to save a 
centre which has given people 
with mental health problems a 
safe place to work has fallen at 
the first hurdle. 

Councillor Mary Clark was 
trying to get an appeal to health 
secretary Alan Johnson chal¬ 
lenging the closure of Spring¬ 
board but her fellow politicians 
said no after being told they 
could scare off the charities 
which will pick up the pieces.

(PCT) chief executive David 
Smith, called to the meeting to 
explain the decision to pull the 
plug, produced a letter from 
Kingston Furniture Project, 
Kingston Voluntary Action and 
Mind, suggesting a delay could 
lead them to walk away 

Coun Paul Johnston, who was 
at Tuesday evening’s meeting, 
said he was not convinced by 
the guarantees. 

He said: “I did think very 
seriously about an appeal.

“I wouldn’t want to jeopardise 
the relationship with Kingston 
Voluntary Action and other 
providers and run the risk of us 
ending up with nothing at all.” 

The Springboard building, 
which was opened in 2004, will 
be closed and clients evicted as 
soon as the PCT has made ar¬ 
rangements for the three chari¬ 
ties to take on clients. 

An action group, which will 
include carers and a representa¬ 
tive of the people who use the 
centre, has been set up to en¬ 
sure none of the Springboard 
clients suffer from the changes. 

Coun Clark said: “I am going 
to monitor every step and make 
sure the proposals are put in 
place and they have got enough 
money to do it. I think it is going 
to cost far too much and I can’t 
see how they are going to get the 
money”

Men ‘play-fighting 
before train death’ 


The death of a 25-year-old 
Kingston University student 
has been investigated at an in¬ 
quest this week. 

A coroner heard from eye¬ 
witnesses of the moments be¬ 
fore Tu Hioa Quang Vu fell in 
front of a rush-hour Piccadil¬ 
ly line train at Earl’s Court 
station on November 23. 

The inquest, which started 
on Tuesday, heard details from 
witness Andrew Purvis, who 
saw the events unfold before 
Mr Vu was nudged on to the 
tracks by rowdy youths. 

Mr Purvis said: “I remember 
the lights of the train coming 
and it was then I became 
aware.

“I remember a terrible 
sound, like a wounded animal. 
I assumed it was somebody 
just about to die and I remem¬ 
ber somebody saying ‘stay 
cool Harry, stay cool’.” 

Mr Vu fell on the platform 
after being knocked by Harry 
Smart, one of a group of 
youths play-fighting on the 
platform at the time, the in¬ 
quest heard. 

Mr Smart went on the tracks 
after him and was left in a 
critical state with head and 
leg injuries. 

Train driver Asaf Khan said 


he saw the five-strong group 
“jostling” as he drove into the 
station and Mr Purvis also 
witnessed them horsing 
around. 

The driver described the 
harrowing moment as he 
slammed on his emergency 
brakes on, after seeing Mr Vu 
on the platform edge. 

He said: “When a train has 
two people in front of it who 
are about to be hit, the thing 
you remember is the expres¬ 
sions on their faces.” 

Mr Vu, who lived in north 
London, was studying for a 
masters degree at Kingston 
University. 

The inquest continues.

Trees felled 
to stop flood 


Surbiton residents have begun 
a fight to save trees in Fish¬ 
ponds park, after they were 
tagged to be given the chop by 
Kingston Council. 

Ellerton Road resident Brid¬ 
get Scullion has started a peti¬ 
tion to save the five trees, angry 
that the council was “cutting 
down perfectly healthy trees in 
what is supposed to be a conser¬ 
vation area”. 

The trees were to be felled be¬ 
cause their roots blocked drains 
and caused flooding at a shel¬ 
tered housing block in Ewell 
Road. The flood alleviation 
scheme was approved by the 
council at a meeting on March 
13. A spokesman from Kingston 
Council said all five trees would 
eventually be replaced.

Guilty: Brian Lloyd-Wright 
avoids prison after 
punching his wife 


There was no time in prison 
for a Chessington man who al¬ 
ready has six convictions for 
beating his wife. 

Brian Lloyd-Wright 

punched wife Margaret 
Wright in the face at their 
home in Orchid Close on 
April 8, after coming home to 
find her watching television 
with another man. 

Earlier that day, Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court heard on 
Thursday, June 12, Mrs 
Wright had admitted to her 
husband she was having an af¬ 
fair. 

Lloyd-Wright, 52, lashed out 
after an evening in the pub 
where he heard people gossip¬ 
ing about the couple. 

John Shepherd, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Mrs Wright, when 
confronted by her husband, 
tried to get him to sit down 
and then pushed him on to the 
sofa. 

Mr Shepherd told the court: 
“He then punched her in the 
face, hitting her right cheek 
and then sat down and contin- 
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ued to finish his drink.” 

Defence solicitor Miss Patel 
said unemployed Lloyd- 
Wright maintained he was the 
victim in the attack and sim¬ 
ply went home to confront his 
wife about the affair. 

Lloyd-Wright was sentenced 
to 18 weeks’ imprisonment, 
suspended for 18 months. 

Lead magistrate Mr Rees 
told Mr Lloyd-Wright: “We re¬ 
gard this offence as so serious 


it can be dealt with only by 
way of custody. 

“This is your sixth convic¬ 
tion in five years for common 
assault where domestic vio¬ 
lence and alcohol were in¬ 
volved.” 

Lloyd-Wright was also or¬ 
dered to complete a domestic 
violence programme, an 18- 
month alcohol treatment pro¬ 
gramme and pay his wife £100 
compensation.

After putting in more than 4,000 
hours, Kingston’s illustrious 
Street Pastors are celebrating two 
successful years of helping people 
in need. 

The Street Pastors scheme was 
set up on June 16,2006, to help vul¬ 
nerable people on Kingston’s 
streets on Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

The group works in partnership 
with Kingston Council, Kingston 
police and Kingstonfirst to reduce 
antisocial behaviour, violence and 
help people hitting the town’s bars 
and clubs get home safely. 

The scheme costs £25,000 a year 
to run and there are 40 street pas¬ 
tors with another eight currently 
in training. 

Street Pastor co-ordinator Paul 
Jacobs said the team got a “great 
deal of satisfaction” from the 
work. 

He said: “It is a real honour to 
serve the people of Kingston in 
this way, we are thanked and re¬ 
spected by the people we meet 
[and] we are making a real differ¬ 
ence to those we help.” 

All Street Pastors team leaders 
are trained in first aid and the in¬ 
cidents they have dealt with range 
from handing out flip-flops to peo¬ 
ple who cannot walk after a heavy 
night of dancing to giving CPR. 

In two years the Street 
Pastors have: 


□ Removed 10,877 bottles or 
glasses from the streets 

□ Spoken to 7,048 people 

□ Attended 250 incidents 

□ Removed two knives from the 
streets 

□ Been out for a total of 4,464 
hours 

□ Handed out over 200 pairs of 
flip-flops to people struggling 
to walk in high heels 

□ Handed out 150 blankets 

□ Handed out six sleeping bags 
to the homeless 


Mr Jacobs said: “For a lot of the 
team they have had [or will have] 
teenagers who go out to Kingston 
and this is what they would want 
for their kids, that someone is 
there to look out for them.”

Surbiton Tube plans

Plans to build an Underground line 
through Kingston and Surbiton to west 
London are due to be discussed by local 
business leaders next month. 

Transport for London (TfL) has consid¬ 
ered the £2billion project, which would run 
from Surbiton, past Wembley, to Brent 
Cross, but it is not yet on its list of priori¬ 
ties. 

The West London Orbital scheme is the 
brainchild of West London Business, 
which will meet Kingston Chamber of 
Commerce on July 3 to decide how it can 
lobby TfL to make it happen. 

The 25km (15.5 mile) Underground line, 
which would start at Surbiton and run 20 
stops north, would consist of small driver¬ 
less “robot” trains. 

Trains would run in twin tunnels, 30m 
underground, with speeds getting up to 50 
mph (80km). TfL has said it will not priori¬ 
tise the scheme “for the foreseeable future”, 
choosing to invest money in the existing 
overground lines and building the £16m 
Crossrail project from Maidenhead to 
Essex. 

But Frank Wingate, chief executive of 
West London Business, said he was opti¬ 
mistic it would be taken seriously when 
Crossrail was completed in 2017, especially 
as it would cost considerably less. 


He said: “This will provide 
people with a real public trans¬ 
port alternative and might do 
something to stop people using 
cars. The use of cars in west 
London is very high. 


“It is still very much in the 
concept stage but we hope this 
is a constructive and concrete 
idea.”

A writing career that 
has worked out well 


How did you get into writing? 

I read English at Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity and then was a journalist 
for many years - starting at the 
Western Morning News and then 
later as features editor for Family 
Circle and Woman magazine. 

I had always wanted to write a 
novel but there never seemed to be 
the time. 

Where did your inspiration for 
the book come from? 

I was on maternity leave with my 
third child, Freddie, in 2002 and I 
joined the Esporta gym in Rich¬ 
mond Road. 

I did not bank on meeting a love¬ 
ly new circle of friends and that 
gave me the idea for the novel.

If theatre critics were offered a 
commission for every time the 
phrase ‘as relevant today as when 
it was written’ is trotted out by 
playwrights and directors, I could 
retire a happy man. 

But for actor Paul Bentall, who 
shines as Creon in Seamus 
Heaney’s The Burial At Thebes - 
his acclaimed translation of 
Sophocles’ Antigone - the mantra 
really does hold true. 

Speaking by phone from New 
Haven, USA, he explains: “We 
just did a production in 
Charleston, North Carolina on 
the same stage where Barack 
Obama recently gave his cam¬ 
paign address. 

“So for me to go onto that stage 
and give my opening speech, 
which feels like an election ad¬ 
dress to a modern audience, was 
a weird feeling. 

“The speech is about 
patriotism, and talking about pa¬ 
triotism to an American audience 
is completely different to a 
British audience. 

“They are much more openly 
patriotic than us.” 

Heaney’s adaptation documents 
the dramatic tale of conflict be¬ 
tween personal loyalties and re¬ 
sponsibility to the state. 

With the city of Thebes in chaos 
following the death of Oedipus, 
Antigone clashes with her uncle 
Creon over the direction for the 
city. 

What follows is a classic 
confrontation between youth and

experience, male and female, di¬ 
vine law and human law, family 
and state - and the outcome can 
only be bloody. 

Bentall admits that when he 
was offered the role he jumped at 
the chance: “It is a truly wonder¬ 
ful piece of work. It is not often 
that you get a chance to play 
these huge roles. 

“When they originally did it in 


Greece they would have had a 
huge chorus but we have stripped 
it down somewhat. 

“Even so, the set gives it a real 
sense of weight and grandeur.” 

The 59-year old is far less posi¬ 
tive though when talking about 
the state of theatre in modern 
Britain. 

Bentall has forged a successul 
and lengthy career thanks to his 
switching between stage and big- 
screen roles in the likes of Flash 
Gordon and First Knight. 

And he agrees that 
venues like the Rose are 
essential to the future 
of the arts. 

He adds: “The profes¬ 
sion has changed a 
huge amount since I 
started out. When I 
began my parents were 
thrilled when I said I 
wanted to act as they 
were happy to see me get 
started in something. 

“But there are not so many the¬ 
atres around and it is much more 
difficult to get involved. 

“Now it is quite rare to know 
what you are doing from one job 
to the next. When the funding is 
cut houses are forced to close and 
that destroys the roots of theatre. 

“The struggle that some 
theatres have merely in order to 
survive is monumental.”

The ayes 
have it 


Once in every few 
years a Korean car 
arrives that further 
closes the gap 
between South East 
Asia and the best of 
Europe. The Hyundai 
i30 is the latest such 
car and it’s at its best 
in CRDi diesel form. 
Andy Enright reports 


T he i30 is but one step 
in a very long path to¬ 
wards what Hyundai 
hopes will be a place at the 
very top table of car makers. 


When it was first re¬ 
vealed at the 2007 Gene¬ 
va Motor Show, most 
thought of this car as a 
rebadged and soon to 
be overpriced version 
of the Kia cee’d and 
missed its true signifi¬ 
cance. 

Spark up the Hyundai i30 
CRDi diesel and you’ll be 
pleasantly surprised at its 
lack of diesel clatter at idle. 
There are two versions of the 


1.6 engine, the mainstream 
one generating 114bhp from 
its 1.6-litres and a green spe¬ 
cial with 90bhp that’s de¬ 
signed to sidestep congestion 
charging. 

Then you have a 128bhp 2.0- 
litre diesel to top off the 
range. 

The higher power 1.6-litre 
diesel I tried is a very well- 
mannered unit with no nasty 
lag and lunge effects, instead 
delivering a linear stream of 


power. The manual five-speed 
gearchange is a little clunky 
and there’s a fair amount of 
wind and tyre noise at motor¬ 
way speeds but other than 
that, it generates a very 
favourable report card. The 
steering is very good, body 
control through corners is 
exemplary and the pedals are 
nicely weighted. 

Two bodystyles are avail¬ 
able - five-door hatch and es¬ 
tate, the station wagon doing 


without the top 2.0-litre CRDi 
diesel engine. 

The quality of the materi¬ 
als and the construction in 
the cabin is convincing. Nice 
touches include blue illumi¬ 
nation for the dials that also 
extends to steering wheel 
controls and ignition key slot 
so you won’t be fumbling 
around at night. Dim the illu¬ 
mination and the wheel- 
mounted controls dim too, 
which is very slick. 

Space is plentiful for the 
rear seat occupants and the 
huge boot suggested by the 
car’s bulging rear end is only 
a mild disappointment. 

The Hyundai i30 diesel is a 
winner when it comes to cost 
of ownership, the 114bhp 1.6- 
litre unit managing 60.1 mpg 
on the combined cycle with 
the 2.0-litre faring only slight¬ 
ly worse at 51.4mpg. 

The i30 is a landmark car 
for Hyundai in the same way 
the old Coupe and the second 
generation Santa Fe have 
proved. 

It’s a formidable achieve¬ 
ment and one that looks set to 
sell extremely well.
